State Treasurer G. Hubert 
Bates told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that campaign funds for his 
election to office in 1952 had 
been raised by state employes 
serving under him in the State 
Department of Revenue. | 


Bates, who was director of 
revenue when he ran for state 
treasurer four years ago, said | 
he did not know who contribut- 
ed to his campaign and “I do 
not want to know.” | 


Asked if any Missouri bankers | 
made donations for his cam- 
paign, he replied: “Some may 
have contributed, I don’t know.” 

The state treasurer filed re- 
ports listing campaign expendi- 
tures in 1952, but these reports 
did not show contributions to 
his campaign fund. 

It has been the. practice of 
of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican State Committees for | 
many years to solicit campaign | 
contributions from officers of 
all Missouri banks, the Post- 
Dispatch was told. Politicians 
regard bankers as good pros- 
pects as campaign contributors | 
because of the interest-free | 
state deposits. | 

Bates, whose handling of de- | 
posits of the state funds is un-| 
der investigation by the Attor- | 
ney General’s office, has ad-| 
mitted he approved the place- | 
ment of a $300,000 state deposit | 
in the Lexington Savings Trust 
Co., a bank in which he is a’ 
stockholder.

He said he spent about $10,- 
000 in his campaign for election 
to his $7500-ayear job as state 
treasurer. . P 

“I was director of revenue 
then, and I had 900 employes,” 
he said. “They raised the money | 
for me, and I didn’t ask them | 
where it came from.” | 

Richard R. Nacy, Jefferson | 
City banker and Democratic 
leader, who backed Bates in 
1952, said today he could not | 
recall whether he had contrib- | 
uted to Bates’s campaign. 

“I don’t remember,” Nacy | 
said. “If I did it was not sub-| 
stantial. Don’t misunderstand | 
me, I was for Bates.” 

Nacy is president of Central 
Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson 
City, which holds one of the | 
three largest deposits of state 
funds. The bank held a state | 
deposit of more than $15,000,000 
as of March 30. 

The state treasurer filed two 
reports with the Secretary of 
State listing total expenditures 
of $8298.37 for the 1952 Demo- 
cratic primary election and gen- 
eral election campaigns. 

In one report, Bates listed 
expenses of $5949.75 for the 
primary campaign. The other 
showed expenditures of $2348.62 
for the genera] election cam- 
paign. 

Major expenses shown in 
both reports were for printing, 
advertising, postage and tele- 
phone. Missouri law does not 
require candidates to list travel, 
meals and lodging as expenses 
incurred in their campaigns. 


Primaries Cost More. 


As a general rule, a candi- 
date’s expenses in a primary 
campaign are higher than those 
for the general election. After 
the primary, the state party 
committees pay most of the 
campaign expenses of all can- 
didates on ‘heir tickets. 

The law does not require in- 
dividual candidates to report 
campaign contributions. The 
treasurer of a state party com-

DAMASCUS, Syria, April 5) 
(AP)— The Soviet Union has 
promised Arab nations border- 
ing Israel military aid gufficient 
to face any Western military 
intervention in the Middle East, 
a usually reliable source re- 
ported yesterday. 

The reported Soviet promise 
came in answer to a request, | 
made presumably by Syria and | 
Egypt, about the Soviet atti- | 
tude toward any plans that may 
be under consideration by the 
Western Big Three for military 
intervention in the Middle East, 
the source added. 

The source said the Soviet 
Union replied: “In the event of 
Western military intervention in 
the Near East behind a mask 
of preventing a new Arab- 
Israeli. war—and if the Arab 
governments having common 
armistice lines with Israel 4e- 
cide to resist such intervention 
—the Soviet Union will be ready 
to extend to Arab countries 
concerned necessary military 
as well as political and finan- 
cial aid sufficient to face the 
situation.” 

Charter Violation. 

The reply added the Soviet 
Union would regard any West- 
ern intervention outside the 
United Nations as a violation 
of the U.N. Charter on grounds 
that it would constitute aggres- 
sion against the sovereignty of 
independent nations, the source 
said. 

The Soviet Union affirmed it 
its 
to resist inside and 
outside the United Nations any 
Western attempt to carry out 
intervention, the source con- 
cluded. 

The Soviet bloc has been sup- 
plying Egypt with arms from 
Czechoslovakia since last fall 
and has been pressing other 
Arab countries to accept simi- 
lar offers. 

It has never. been learned 
_ just what arms deal Russia has 
arranged with Syria, but Syri- 
an authorities have made plain 
'they would buy arms wherever 
they can get the most for the 
least money.

MATTHEWS SAYS 


HE MAY VETO 
COMI BOOK BL 


County Supervisor 
Wary of Censorship 
in Barring Objection- 
able Publications. 


St. Louig County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews said today 
he might veto an ordinance the 
County Council passed yester- 
day prohibiting sale to minors 
of obscene or crime-inciting 
comic books, or other publica-_| 
tions. | 


“I certainly am not going to/| 
sign this bill today,” Matthéws | 
announced. “I want to give it! 
very careful consideration. I 
am not convinced that the cen-| 
sorship which it would establish | 
is a good idea.” | 
The measure, sponsored by 
Clayton Elks Lodge 1881 and 
introduced by Councilman 
James H. J. McNary (Dem.), 
Second district; was passed by 
vote of 4 to 1 despite the vigor- 
ous opposition of Councilman 
James A. Singer (Rep.), Fourth 
district. Singer cast the lone 
dissenting vote. 

Terms of Bill. 

Terms of the bill make it un- 
lawful in the county to exhibit, 
distribute, or offer for sale to 
minors any publication “of an 
obscene or indecent nature” or 
that tends to “incite minors to 
crime.” Maximum punishments 
of a $100 fine or 90 days in 
jail are provided. 

The ordinance lists a num- 
ber of crimes which could not 
be discussed in books sold to 
minors and provides for estab- 
lishment of a seven-member 
“board of review for juvenile 
readers,” to be appointed by 
Matthews and approved by the 
council, and to serve without 
pay. 

Under the proposed law, the 
board of review would receive 
and consider complaints con- 
cerning violations of the ordi- 
nance and report such viola- 
tions to the county Superin- 
tendent of Police. It would 
gather information, recommend 
legislation from time to time, 
and file annual reports with 
the Supervisor and Council. 

14 Days to Act. 
Matthews indicated today 
that he Fad not made definite 
decision as to whether or not 
he would sign the bill. He 
pointed out that he has 14 days 
in which to act. 
take no action, the measure 
would automatically become 
law without his signature. 
Council members who voted 
for the bill were Chairman 
Harold D. Carey (Rep.), Sixth 
district, and three Democrats, 
McNary, Thomas Dunne of the 
First district; and Maurice M. 
Abramson of the Third dis- 
trict. Two members were ab- 
sent. 

In debate before the vote, 
Singer criticized the bill as a 
censorship measure that might 
deny to children such classics 
as Shakespeare’s “Hamlet” and 
“Richard III,” Hawthorne's 
“The Scarlet Letter,” and Ste-

It is one of five 
substandard county communi- 
ties recently chosen by the 
County Housing Authority as 
sites for proposed public hous- 
ing to be financed by federal 
grants. 


The survey covered also the: 
part of Elmwood Park within 
Olivette, but yesterday's report 
was only on the unincorporated 
part. 

However, H. Clifford Mitch- 
ell, county director of sanita- 
tion, said conditions were simi- 
lar in the Olivette part and the 
report expressed the view that 
“any attempt to instigate im- 
provements in just one section 
would be fruitless unless the en- 
tire substandard area could be 
treated as one.” 


Other Findings. 


included the following: 


Forty-nine per cent of the 
residences have a water supply 
“not considered safe or ade- 
quate from a public health 
standpoint.”

| cause of the small size of the 
lots, the only immediate solu- 
tion of the sewage problem is 
construction of sanitary pit 
privies, the report said. 

Mitchell said the dep: rtment 
would act immediately to cor- 
rect unsanitary condit:ons un- 
der terms of a sanitation ordi- 
nance passed by the County 
Council last November. 

Restaurant Compliance.

63 per cent compliance in 
county unincorporated § areas 
with sanitary standards for eat- 
ing and drinking places as rec- 
ommended by federal and state 
health: authorities.

The “rotten elements,” said | 
Pravda, appeared at meetings | 
called throughout Russia to dis- | 
cuss the current drive against | 
the cult of the individual, which 
Stalin personified. 

A 6000-word, unsigned article 
declared these elements “try to 
make use of criticism and self- 
criticism for all kinds of slan- 
derous fabrications and anti- 
party assertions.” 

Anti-Leninist Nature. 

Naming certain persons at 
anti-Stalin meetings who had 
done this, the newspaper said 
their declarations were of an 
“anti-Leninist nature.” These 
days that generally means pro- | 
Stalinist. 

The article also indicated 
there would be no sudden “re- | 
habilitation” of some persons | 
long condemned as traitors— | 
specifically Leon Trotsky and | 
Gregori Zinoviev, a Soviet lead- | 
er purged by Stalin in 1936. 

“Having broken the opposi= | 
tion of the Trotskyites and 
Zinovievites, right-wing oppor- 
tunists, bourgeois nationalists | 
and other champions of the res- | 
toration of capitalism, the party 
led the Soviet people to its 
greatest victory—the triumph 
of socialism. 

“As is known, the cult of the 
personality which became wide- 
spread in the last period of the 
life and activities of J. V. Stalin 
hampered development of initi- 
ative and led to the diminution 
of the role of the party and the 
masses and created no few addi- 
tional difficulties in creative 
work and did great damage to 
the cause.” 

Pravda declared “the Com- | 
munist party is a voluntary, | 
fighting union of like-minded 
Communists. 

“Everyone who enters it is | 
called in to be self-sacrificing 
fighter for its principles, its | 
ideals and its policy. | 

“The duty of party organiza- 
tions is to educate all Commu- 
nists in a spirit of devotion to 
the Communist party and in a 
spirit of .

Silk stockings showed up in 
the catalogue for the first time 
in 1912, with the admonition: 
“Treat them carefully.” Pa- 
jamas first appeared—for men 
only—in 1899, but got few buy- 
ers for some years.

until 1924. Harnesses and sad- 
dles are in the 1956 catalogue 
but they occupy a single page. 
In 1907 they filled 31 pages. 
The first talking machine was 
listed in 1898, and today it’s 
going stronger than ever. 

Oldtimers will recall such 
gone and nearly forgotten ar- 
ticles as bosom boards, mourn- 
ing handkerchiefs, Prince Al- 
bert suits and goat sulkies. 

(Bosom boards were identi- 
fied at Sears Roebuck general 
offices in Chicago as cardboard 
stiffeners for the inside of 
men’s dress shirts, Sears offi- 
cials could not say whether the 
practice originated the expres- 
sion “stuffed shirt.) 

Prices, too, belonged to “the 
good old days.” A 10-pound pail 
of salt trout could be had for. 
85 cents, a  custom-tailored 
man’s suit came at $11: a buf- 
falo-hide coat cost $33.50 and 
a five-piece parlor suite came 
complete for $22.90. 

But what about artificial glass 
eyes for horses at $5 each” 
Worthy could not say how much 
demand there was for this item. 

He did report how research 
had disclosed that Gloria Swan- 
son once modeled for illustra- 
tions in the catalogue. So did

PEND a little more for your 
S Easter outfit than you really 

planned? Ah, well, don’t we 
ail succumb to such temptations. 
And there is a way to solve your 
problem, madam. Just remem- 
ber that it’s a time-honored sys- 
tem to borrow from the sugar 


bowl fund for just such emer-’ 


gencies. And it may be much 
easier to shop shrewdly and 
save on your food bill than to 
explain to your husband’ why 
the cheaper suit wouldn’t have 
done just as well. Men just 
don’t understand those things. 


You might start by planning 
menus in which bacon is served 
for the meat course. (See the 
accompanying feature, and don’t 
say that we didn’t come to the 
aid of our sisters-in-distress; we, 
too, fell in love with a fancy 
hat and now have the budget 
blues.) 


Bacon of all sorts is an out- 
standing value right now. And 
by “all sorts” we mean the 
fancy bacon thin sliced, thick 
sliced or wide sliced; the thicker 


bacon with the heavier smoke | 


for those who prefer a fuller 
flavor; and even the jowls that 
are the vegetable seasoning se- 
cret of many a good Southern 
cook. 

A reminder: It is a good rule 
to buy only as much bacon as 
you will use during one week, 
and be sure to keep it refrig- 
erated until ready to use. 


Meat in general may be just 
a shade higher this week; it 
usually is right after Easter 
when demands return to nor- 
mal following the Lenten sea- 
son. But certainly it will pre- 
sent no problem, You will find 
v2lues in pork loin roasts, spare- 
ribs for baking or barbecuing, 
and those cuts of beef which 
require moist type cookery.

HERE are plenty of good 
T buys in vegetables to serve 

with that bacon. Prices are 
reasonable and quality excellent 
on beans. Celery and carrots are 
both fine values. Cabbage is just 
as pretty as any cabbage could 
be, nice and green, and mod- 
erately priced. 

The real bargain buys of the 
week are onions and sweet po- 
tatoes. The old onions are still 
of good quality, but with the 
new crop coming in there is 
an over-abundance and you can 
buy old onions at ridiculously 
lew prices. The new ones are 
sweet, and cheap. 

There also is an over-supply 


of sweet potatoes, now that the’ 


homegrown ones are coming to 
market. On the other hand, red 
and white potatoes are a bit 
higher. 

You will pay a premium for 
the larger heads of cauliflower, 
.ince the small heads are pre- 
dominant. And have you noticed 
the cello- wrapped cauliflower 
now in the market? The wrap- 
ping provides protection and 
since the heads are trimmed 
down you can see just what 
size you are getting. 

Vegetables on the high side 
include broccoli, brussels 
sprouts, mushrooms, okra and 
fresh peas.

vasion, but that Western air 
power could destroy an aggres- 
sor and would prove an “effec- 
jtive deterrent” to attack. 


He made the statements in a 


‘signed article appearing today 
‘in’ the West German weekly 
‘newspaper Rheinischer Merkur. 
The article was titled, “Can 
Europe Be Defended?” 

The editors said they got the 
article from the United States 
Information Agency in Duessel- 
'dorf, Germany. 

It came after publication in 
‘Germany of reports quoting 
agree as having said that 


the 15-nation North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization “would 
have to give up the area of the 
(West German) federal repub- 
lic” if Soviet ground forces 
| should attack and that its de- 
'fense line must be in south- 
| western France. 

The reports stirred criticism 
and questions from West Ger- 
many and The Netherlands. A 
spokesman at Greunther’s com- 
mand post, Supreme Headquar- 
ters Allied Powers in Europe, 
| near Paris, countered that they 
were a distortion of a briefing 
the general recently gave some 
20 German correspondents. 

Gruenther’s article published 
today said: 

“We are in a position to de- 
stroy the enemy if he attacks 
| on a large scale even if we may 
not be able to protect certain 
| areas against an invasion. 

It did not specify which areas 
these were. 

It said that though West Ger- 
/}many’s contribution of 12 divi- 
sions and 1300 planes was not 
yet ready, NATO countries were 
“not in deadly danger, because 
our far-reaching air force could 
defeat an aggressor.” 

The article spoke of Western 
air power as an effective deter- 
rent and added: 

“We expect to be able to 
maintain our air supremacy in 
the field of long-range and 
short-range combat missions, 
thus making any aggression so 
costly for an enemy that he will 
abstain from 1 attacking.”

Illinois Bats Next 


The next primary is that in Hlinois which 
comes Tuesday, April 10. Now that Wisconsin and 
Minnesota appear to have established a trend 
in farmer dissent against the agricultural poli- 
cies of the Eisenhower Administration, the re- 
turns from the rural areas of thé Prairie State 
will be watched with particular interest. 

President Eisenhower is on the Republican 
ballot in the Illinois preferential primary and 
Adlai E. Stevenson is on the Democratic ballot.

Illinois will elect a Senator this year. 
Republican nominee will be Senator 
McKinley Dirksen who seeks re-election. State 
Representative Richard J. Stengel of Rock 
Island, one of the ablest as well as best-liked 
members of the Legislature, is without opposi- 
tion in the Democratic primary. Once the pri- 
mary is run, the Dirksen-Stengel race will shape 
up in earnest. It promises to be one of the 
leading senatorial battles of the year. 

Chief contest on the Democratic ticket is that 
between Cook County Treasurer Herbert C. 
Paschen and Chicago City Treasurer Morris B. 
Sachs for the nomination for Governor. Mr. 
Paschen who has the organization support, has 
won notable newspaper approval for his record 
in public life. Mr. Sachs is also ‘well-regarded 
and is a proved vote getter in Chicago. 


Most interest, however, attaches to the Re- 
publican races for the nomination for Governor 
and Secretary of State. State Treasurer Warren 
E. Wright is making a strong campaign against 
Gov. William G. Stratton who seeks renomina- 
tion. 

Mr. Wright is hitting hard at the Stratton toll 
road program which is being financed to the 
tune of $415,000,000 in bonds that included a 
juicy cut for the promoters. He is denouncing 
what he calls the “deal” between Gov. Stratton 
and Mayor Daley of Chicago by which the 
Illinois sales tax was increased. And he is 
objecting to the way the Republicans in Chicago 
have been running ex-Democrats for Mayor and 
State’s Attorney.

There js a hot fight against Secretary of State 
Charles F. Carpentier who also seeks renomina- 
tion. The challenger is Chicago Alderman 
Nicholas J. Bohling who is making a strong 
issue out of the 2 per cent “flower fund” that 
Mr. Carpentier has extracted from state em- 
ployes. A suit has been filed by six former 
employes to force an accounting of “collected” 
funds that are alleged to exceed $300,000. 

Alderman Bohling is pressing Mr. Carpentier 
on other issues, including the latter’s use of 
his office to censor the books in the Illinois 
State Library in Springfield, and dubious print- 
ing contracts. On the positive side, Mr. Bohling 
pledges himself to work for permanent licens-

If nominated Mr. Bohling will be the only 
Cook County representative on the Republican 
ticket as the Stratton-Carpentier group of can- 
didates is entirely from outside Chicago.

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The Jurors Are Confused 


Members of the federal grand jury in St. 
Louis say they are confused by Attorney General 
Brownell’s argument for delaying their investi- 
gation of tax scandals, Certainly Mr. Brownell’s 
reasons for delay do not sound convincing. 

In a letter to Chief Judge George H. Moore, 
the Attorney General contends that continuing 
the grand jury inquiry might hamper prosecu- 
tion of three men already indicted. Matthew J. 
Connelly and T. Lamar Caudle, of Truman 
Administration fame, and Harry I. Schwimmer, 
were indicted for conspiracy in tax frauds last 
December. Their trial is set for May 7. 

Mr. Brownell gives three reasons for propos- 
ing to interrupt the grand jury inquiry. He says 
publicity attending it may prejudice the trial 
of Connelly, Caudle and Schwimmer, But why 
is it impossible to conduct the inquiry without 
such prejudicial publicity? He says the same 
attorneys who are conducting the inquiry must 
prepare the Government's case for trial. But 
why cannot other attorneys be assigned to one 
or the other? 

Finally, Mr. Brownell says the Connelly- 
Caudle-Schwimmer case will “probably deter- 
mine” the entire course of the jury inquiry. 
The implication is that convictions in that case 
will enable the inquiry to proceed, and acquittals 
will end it. Is Mr. Brownell trying to say that 
he is not very sure of his case? No wonder 
the jurors are confused. 


Yet further delay in the often-delayed investi- 


gation may close out important subjects of 
inquiry. The statute of limitations is running 
out on some of the tax scandals which occurred 
in the previous Administration. Investigators 
estimate that September is the deadline for new 
indictments. 

Delay has been the trouble with this in- 
vestigation right along. A rush job would not 
be necessary now if the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration had moved more promptly to clean up 
that “mess in Washington” as promised. Judge 
Moore himself was moved to protest against 
the procrastination last year. Only a week 
ago the jurors themselves complained to the 
judge that emphasis had shifted from possible 
obstruction of justice by former officials to 
other tax matters. 

Now the previous Administration’s tax scan- 
dals will be resurrected in court just six months 
before the national election, and any indictments 
returned by September will come at the hottest 
part of the political campaign. After all the 
delay this is bound to appear to be remarkable 
timing, and no wonder that Mr. Brownell is 
walking on eggs. 

But if it is too late to avoid giving the tax 
inquiry an unfortunate and unnecessary political 
cast, it is not yet too late to finish the job to 
protect the nation’s tax structure. The investiga- 
tion should proceed.

Any 
one of them can step up, punch its buttons and 
get a complete inventory within minutes on more 
than 200,000 items ranging from nuts and bolts 
to tank engines. That will be splendid—particu- 
larly for the highest ranking general who hap- 
pens to want the only “Bolt, rear, No. 2A2938Y7” 
that is at the bottom of the last bin. 

But it will be just too bad if this bizmac is 
also going to act as an informer on the grizzled 
old supply sergeants of the moonlight requisition 
school who always have some of just what is 
wanted right now under the supply shack floor. 
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A Post-Wisconsin Mildness 


It may or may not be a coincidence that on 
the day after the Wisconsin primary President 
Eisenhower took a markedly softer line on the 
farm bill than he had previously adopted. 

Whatever else the Wisconsin results may 
mean, there is little disposition to doubt. that, 
in conjunction with those in Minnesota, they 
confirm reports of a widespread agrarian dis- 
content which is seeking political expression. 
It would not be surprising if the White House, 
in view of this discontent, were now reviewing 
its attitude toward a farm bill veto, which sud- 
denly seems less likely than it did recently. 

Some of the President’s remarks, indeed, 
appeared almost to be anticipating the official 
explanation in case it proves advisable to accept 
a bill which Administration spokesmen have 
denounced in unmeasured terms. It is now too 
late, he said, for the soil bank plan to do much 
good this year, but perhaps not too late for 
other proposals in the legislation to have some 
effect. The “other proposals” can only mean 
the high price supports which Congress is 
apparently determined to write into the law 
over Secretary Benson’s bitter objection. 

This would be an ingenious explanation, 
though not an entirely accurate one. The soil 
bank plan never did promise the farmer an 
increase in income this year. In January as in 
April, it promised him payments for taking land 
out of production; but then and now, the pay- 
ments would be less than the same acres would 
earn if planted to crops. 

The soil bank might have long-range effects 
in improving farm prices through reducing 
supply, but for an immediate improvement in 
this year’s prices and income, farmers could 
only look to higher price supports. 

From the standpoint of long-range farm policy 
a return to high and fixed price supports is a 
step backward. There are sounder ways to 
improve farm income. Some day the nation 
will have to face up to the need for a basically 
revised approach, But political pressures in an 
election year operate very much on a short-term

Between Book Ends 


But Why. Detroit? 


THE POWER TO GO: THE STORY OF THE AUTO- 
MOTIVE INDUSTRY, by Merrili Denison, (Double- 
day, 324 pas., $5.) 

Automobile-conscious Americans will 
be fascinated by the thrilling success 
story of an industry which within less 
than five decades has gained a key posi- 
tion in the nation’s economy and which, 
more than any other industry, has cap- 
tured the imagination of this country 
in an astonishing manner. 

The saga of the auto industry, from 
its humble and uncertain beginning 
through years of experiments and strug- 
gle with backward roads and undevel- 
oped supporting industries to produc- 
tion years of triumph should, indeed, 
invite the interest of historians. It ap- 
pears that so far no real scientific ef- 
fort has been expanded to evaluate the 
achievements of the auto industry from 
all viewpoints. 

Mr. Denison’s book is an honest at- 
tempt to supply and gather all the facts 
in connection with the development of 
the automobile. As 
spadework for fu- 
ture historical work 
this book is most 
valuable. But it is 
more of a journal- 


istic job than a 
penetrating histori- 
cal study. In the 


archives of the De- 
troit Public Library 
and the Automobile 
Manufacturers As- 
sociation there are 
thousands of docu- 
ments waiting to 
be rediscovered and 
evaluated, and it 
seems strange that so far very little 
advantage has been taken of this op- 
portunity. 

A question, for instance, that invites 
further study is: How did Detroit hap- 
pen to become the capital of the auto 
industry? Mr. Denison answers: De- 
troit provided the “perfect ecological 
climate.” But at the same time he de- 
feats his own argument by having to 
admit that the same advantages were 
offered by Buffalo, Cleveland, Chicago 
in the Great Lakes area as well as cer- 
tain regions in New England. 

He believes that Detroit could be- 
come the auto pioneer because it was 
not yet committed to the future: “Nei- 
ther the hopes nor minds of its young 
men were tied to oil, as in Cleveland, 
pay hae — steel, as in Pittsburgh, 
or to flour-milling as in Minn i 
a - Paul.” , soc 

S answer, however, also "remains 
debatable, because most of the auto pio- 
neers—with the exception of Henry 
Ford—were not natives of Michigan 
but had been attracted to Detroit from 
other parts of the country by a variety 
of reasons. 

These remarks are meant to show 
how much remains to be done in order 
to write a history of the auto industry 
that will go beyond the facts and estab- 
lish the place of thre industry in Ameri- 
can history. It is not enough to say that 
the automobile has changed the pattern 
of American living by creating mobility, 
because there was already mobility pro- 
vided by the railroad and, if to a lesser 
degree, by the covered wagon. What 
ought to be studied more closely is the 
question: what changes were caused by 
the auto in all parts of the social fabric?

Implied Demand.

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Litter Bug Provides 
Jarring Nature Note 
By Leonard Hall 


OMING north out of Florida we stopped for a 
night in the little city of Bainbridge, Ga., and 
found that it really rates a “garden tour” of its 


own, White dogwood in full blossom lined the streets 
and homes were 
hidden by banked 
masses Of azaleas in 
every conceivable 
color, The thermom- 
eter that day had 
climbed to 87 de- 
grees with a bright 
sun, but clouds came 
up as darkness fell 
and we left for Bir- 
mingham next morn- 
ing in a hard rain. 
The farther north 
we drove, the more 
eviderice we found 
of severe storms, for 
every stream was in 
flood and the tem- 
perature dropped 
steadily. Pastures 
were far enough 
along to provide good 
grazing and the 
peaches had bloomed, but there were few other signs 
of spring. And when we got up in Birmingham next 
morning, the frost was heavy on top of the car. 
Atlanta was our next port of call and here we found 
old friends, although we were disappointed to miss 


Sara and Athos Menaboni, who were en route home . 
from a long trip to Mexico. Athos is a notable paint- 


er of birds who, with his wife, published some years 
ago the beautiful “Menaboni’s Birds” which belongs 
in the library of every nature lover. A dozen years 
ago whéh they visited St. Louis, they came to see us 
at the first Possum Trot, and later we stayed with 
them fn their home—which is literally a bird sanc- 
tuary—on the outskirts of Atlanta. Still later a

of scarlet honeysuckle came to grace the space above 
our mantel; certainly one of our most cherished 
ossessions. 
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AFTER ATLANTA we visited and lectured in Chat- 
tanooga afd in Rome and Athens, Ga. These latter 
cities were new to us on our Audubon tours and we 
made many friends whom we will look forward to 
seeing on future trips. Rome has the distinction of 
being one of the leading towns in the nation in bird- 
banding which, while it is generally undertaken as a 
hobby by serious amateur ornithologists, contributes 
much to scientific knowledge of migration. It is prac- 
tically the only means for determining the movement 
of birds, their life cycle and such habits as returning 
to a certain territory for nesting year after year. It 
was here also that we visited the Martha Berry School, 
a remarkable institution built by the vision and energy 
of its founder. The Berry School began as a Sunday 
School class in a one-room log cabin on the Berry 
plantation where Martha Berry became known as 
“The Sunday Lady of Possum Trot’’—this being the 
name by which the community was known. Gradually 
this expanded into a school for mountain children 
where the youngsters could work to earn board and 
tuition, one of the requirements for admission being 
the inability to pay. Miss Berry was an unusual 
administrator, educator, diplomat and super-salesman 
who interested hundreds of people all across the na- 
tion in her project, among them Henry Ford, who 
eventually invested many millions in the school.

ban and girls, a four-year college course, farms with 

herds of beef and dairy cattlé, and a handicraft in- 

dustry which produces many beautiful fabrics as well 
as iron work and other products.

NEXT WE POINTED our automobile north and 
west across the mountains to talk in Knoxville and 
spend a day in Gatlinburg with Fritz and Dorothy 
Von Windegger at their beautiful home on Le Conte 
creek. There was snow on the high peaks in Great 
Smoky National Park and it was cold and cloudy 
when we reached the 6000-foot summit at Newfound 
Gap. But we did manage to record the two bird 
species which are unique to this area and can be 
spotted from the car. These are the raven, a big

THE VON WINDEGGERS have as beautiful a spot 
as we know. Right in the heart of Gatlinburg, which 
has become a tremendously popular tourist center, 
Le Conte creek comes pouring down out of the moun- 
tains to join a larger stream. And here, hardly 
more than a stone’s throw from Gatlinburg’s ever- 
busy main street, Fritz and Dorothy have created a 
bit of wilderness with as much privacy as though they 
were miles back in the hills. The stream comes pour- 
ing down over the rocks in a great cataract and the 
house is built practically over it, with a window 
commanding a view of the falls and with the roar 
of water ro Sl the dominant sound. The place is a 
paradise for wildflowers and Fritz is a master gar- 
dener; things which go well together. All of the 
early plants were to bloom—hepatica, blood- 
root, spring beauty, redbud, dogwood, Dutchman's 
breeches and countless others. From now on there 
will be a steady succession that includes phlox, blue- 
bells, lady-slippers, May apples and many kinds of 

violets—to mention only a few.

NEXT DAY WAS SUNNY and we drove up into 
the National Park for picnic Junch in a hidden hol- 
low where hepaticas covered the forest floor like a 
carpet, hardly leaving room for the anemones and 
spring beauties to crowd between them.

Green Peppers--From Raw to Stuffed 


Variations of Stuffings Are Almost Unlimited—Here's One With Meat 


By Hoyt Alden 


EOPLE have some funny 

ideas about peppers, mainly 

because they know so little 
about them. The fact, for in- 
stance, that there are about a 
hundred varieties, ranging from 
the hottest to the mildest, and 
coming in lovely shades of 
green, red and yellow. 

There is even a great variety 
of sizes. There are little-bitty 
ones smaller than your little fin- 
ger and big ones as large as Joe 

uis’s fist. However, you can’t 
tell from looking at a pepper 
how hot it is. You have to know 
your peppers. 

Generally speaking what 
you'll find in your supermarket 
are the big, sweet green ones, 
which is what we're going to 
use today on account of we're 
going to stuff peppers. 

A word first about the nutri- 
tional value of the pepper. For 
some reason they have gained a 
reputation as being hard to di- 
gest. As a matter of fact they're 
one of the easiest vegetables to

The best meat for the pur- 
pose is some left-over roast, or 

aybe steak, or you can add a 
little left-over ham to the beef 
for a different flavor. 

Take four cups of ground 
meat. Mix it with two table- 

of minced parsley, a 
well-beaten egg and a half a 
cup of stock. Salt and pepper 
it to taste. 

Parboil your peppers first, 
for about five minutes, after, 
of course, washing them well. 
A little salt in the water helps. 
Now let them cool, but handle 
them carefully so they don’t get 
split or bruised. When they’re 
cool, take a sharp knife and cut 
off the tops and then take a 


small n and carefully re- 
move the seeds, again being 
careful not to split or break 
the pepper. 

Save the liquid in which the 
peppers have been parboiled 
and add a couple of tablespoons 
of olive oil or butter to it. Some 
people like to add tomato paste, 
but that’s a matter of taste. 

Fill the peppers carefully, 
about three-quarters full, place 
them carefully upright in a 
casserole and then pour a little 
olive oil over them. Then put 
in the liquid, about a cup of 
liquid for six peppers. Cover 
them tightly and cook them 
slowly for not more than 30 
minutes. 


PINACH., to change the sub- 

ject, is no longer just some- 

thing mothers thrust down 
the throats of helpless children. 
The chief reason for this is the 
introduction of frozen fresh 
spinach, which, when properly 
served up, is something the 
kids clamor for. 

Even better is freshly picked 
spinach, and now that the sea- 
son is here, try this: 

Take three pounds of well- 
washed spinach and put it in a 
pan with two and a half table- 
spoons of butter. Cover it and 
cook it for five minutes, stir- 
ring it now and then. 


Now drain it and put it back 
on the fire for a few minutes 
to dry out a little. Turn down 
the heat low enough just to 
keep the spinach warm. Now 
melt a couple of tablespoons of 
butter. Stir two tablesopons of 
flour into the butter, along 
with a goodly pinch of salt and 
a dash of cayenne. Mix it until 
it's smooth, 

Now pour off what liquid is 
left in the spinach and pour in 
half a cup of cream, Add also 
the flour and butter, stirring all 
the time. Cook it until it boils, 
still stirring. Then add about 
six tablespoons of grated Par- 
mesan cheese, a little at a time. 
Put in two more tablespoons of 
butter and a pinch of dry 
mustard, Let it simmer a few 
minutes, then pour in two table- 
spoons of sour cream. Mix that 
in well and serve it up.

HERE are some nice young 
T heads of cabbage kicking 

around on the vegetable 
bins. Maybe your family turns 
up its nose at cabbage. If so, 
try this on them. Their noses 
will turn down. 

Start out by browning a 
couple of chopped onions in 
butter. Add three chopped ap- 
ples and cook for a few min- 
utes more. Now put in a quart- 
ered head of cabbage with a 
cup of water and cook it for an 
hour. Add a little water if you 
have, but the secret is to cook 
it in its own juices as much as 
possible. When it’s tender, pour 
in two-thirds of a cup of sher- 
ry, cook it for 10 or 15 minutes 
more and serve.

Y surgeon friends tell me that “scared” patients give 
them more trouble than those who have complete faith 
in the outcome. In the rare case when breathing has 
temporarily stopped during anesthesia, most always the 
surgeon will say: “I had a 
hunch things wouldn’t be 
smooth. I never met a 
more frightened patient in 
by life.” 

Of course, being fearful 
is no guarantee that you 
are headed for operative 
complications. Nor is it 
true that if you are un- 
afraid, you will be compli- 
cation-free. However, as a 
medical man who does not 

Bie operate, I can add my bit 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN to the prognostic sugges- 
tions of the surgeons. I, too, have observed that the patient 
who has faith does better than his fearful fellow. 

These people who believe in you have a way of saying, 
“First God; then the doctor.” They are so trustful in you, 
that you almost believe they would (if they dared) change 
the order of billing—and put God second.

SUCH TRUST is what we look for fn all our patients. 
However, I believe that keeping the doctor as the junior 
partner of the healing team is the wiser decision. After all, 
we doctors must have somewhere to look for help, too. 

I recall a man who was to have a gall-bladder operation. 
He was one of those fatalists who, presumably, don’t scare 
easily. Came the week before operation and you could see 
that he was becoming tense. He began to ask questions. “‘Do 
I really need the operation? Is this man who’s going to do 
the job really as good as he’s cracked up to be? Don’t you 
think I should go out to that Boston clinic and have it done?” 

And so on until, on the eve of the operation, he was 
practically disorganized emotionally. His surgeon, a man of 
wide experience, said: “I don’t like it. These are the fellows 
that give us trouble.” 
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SURE ENOUGH, the patient had a pulmonary embol- 
ism a few days after operation. He recovered. He said to me 
long afterward: “Remember all the trouble I had after my 
operation? I’ve been thinking. I have a hunch I helped 
bring it on myself by being such a worry wart.” 

Call it superstition or what you will. We have not one 
fota of scientific proof that state of mind can affect an 
eperative result. Nevertheless most doctors will tell you 
they like to treat the patient who has faith. 

It does something for the doctor. In unshackles his 
hands so that he can treat his patient as best as he knows 
how. 

If you have made a round of doctors with unsatisfactory 
results, I suggest you approach the next with deep faith. 
Otherwise you will pay your money with less chance of 
getting the results you are after.

Keeping Shut-Ins From Being Shut Out 


That's the Goal of Indoor Sports, a Group of 56 Handicapped Men, Women of St. Louis Area

HEIR goal is to prove that 
T the disabled are really able 

and to keep the shut-ins 
from being shut out. 

They are the Indoor Sports, 
56 St. Louis area men and wom- 
en who because of physical 
handicaps are confined to their 
rooms or, if they can go out, 
must depend upon the aid of a 
wheel chair, crutches or the 
helping hand of a good friend. 

The St. Louis group is affili- 
ated with a 94-chapter, 3000- 
member organization founded 
more than a quarter-century 
ago in California and dedicated 
to the welfare of the physically 
handicapped. Earl Brown, a 
clerk operator with the St. 
Louis Police Department, crip- 
pled since an attack of polio 38 
years ago, is the local president. 

Earl, a pleasant, soft-spoken 
man who directs the affairs of 
the Indoor Sports from his 
wheel chair, although he uses 
crutches part of the time, has 
a deskful of ambitious plans for 
his fellow members. First of 
all, he hopes they can stop feel- 
ing sorry for themselves, and 
he figures that the best anti- 
dote for that is work. 


“They have the same capabili- 
ties as other persons,” he said. 
“There are only a few differ- 
ences which must be considered. 
We can’t waste time feeling 
sorry for ourselves. That's poi- 
son. 


“My aim is not only to try 
to open the doors of industry 
to the physically handicapped 
but to find work that can be 
done at home by shut-ins. They 
need help too and we don’t 
want to shut them out.” 


Of the 56 members, Brown 
said, 15 are confined to their 
homes, The others, in wheel 
chairs or on crutches, meetthe 
second Sunday afternoon of 
each month at the V.F.W. Club, 
1717 Big Bend boulevard, Rich- 
mond Heights. 
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UT most of them can’t get 
B there alone, so the Good 

Sports come to their aid. 
They are organized as an auxil- 
iary to the Indoor Sports in or- 
der to provide transportation, 
assist at parties or outings and 
serve generally as helping hands. 
Members of the V.F.W. aid as 
Good Sports. 

Brown hopes to recruit ad- 
ditional Good Sports to help, 
but with their time, not their 
dollars. 

“We're not asking for dona- 
tions,” he said. “We want to be 
self-reliant. But the fact is that 
s0 many of our members can’t 
get around without help and 
that’s why we need more Good 
Sports to come to our aid.” 

But that’s only one of his

goals. His others are equally 
ambitious. 
First of all, because he is 


primarily concerned with ob- 
taining jobs for the physically 
handicapped, he will be writing 
letters to potential bosses, 
pointing out that despite a 
crippled arm or leg, despite de- 
pendence on wheel chairs or 
crutches, the physically handi- 
capped are capable of doing 
good and efficient work. 
“Our members want to be 
treated as people, not as ‘poor 
cripples,’ he said. “They aren't 
willing to sit on the sidelines 
accepting such outmoded labels 
as ‘shut-ins’ or ‘unfortunates.’ 
They want to carry their load. 
“That’s why our national or- 
ganization and its local chap- 
ters have a two-fold purpose: to 
prove that physically handi- 


capped persons are fully capa- 
ble of leading a productive and 
full life, and to educate the pub- 
lic to the idea that the disabled 
can compete with others, if giv- 
en a fair chance, toward a goal 
of economic self-sufficiency.” 


Founded in 1930 as a non- 
profit corporation, the Indoor 
Sports have grown into an in- 
ternational movement, with 
chapters in Great Britain, Can- 
ada and Alaska as well as 
throughout the United States. 
The organization supports all 
legislation which gives the dis- 
abled better opportunities for 
adequate rehabilitation and em- 
ployment and at the same time 
supports programs which would 
raise welfare benefits to the 
unemployable.

Fix It Yourself

Wood Shingle Roofs. 


ELLOW we know was up 

in the attic of his home a 

month or so ago and he 
noticed that he could see day- 
light through cracks in the 
wood shingles of the roof. He 
went right to work and by 
spending every Saturday _and 
part of Sunday for four week- 
ends on the roof managed to 
close up each and every crack. 

This was one of the greatest 
wastes of time and energy we've 
run across in a long time be- 
cause in spite of the cracks be- 
tween shingles, the roof was 
tight and no water had ever 
leaked into the nouns.

YOU'LL OFTEN. be able to 
see daylight though the cracks 
between wood shingles. The 
hitch is that when it rains and 
the shingles become damp, they 
expand and water does not come 
through. So don’t worry about 
a roof of this type leaking un- 
less it actually does leak and 
in this case the remedy is sim- 
ply to slip a piece of copper or 
aluminum up under the leaky 
shingle or shingles. 

Your average wood shingle 
will last a good many years just 
as it sits. If you want to give 
it some extra life then the 
shingles can be treated with a 
wood preservative. This is best 
done before the shingles are ap- 
plied. After they are on the 
roof, only a portion can be 
coated with the preservative. 

* * 

WOOD SHINGLES can be 
stained if you wish to give them 
color but they should never be 
painted, 

It's important that wood 
shingles get good ventilation so 
that they will not tend to decay. 
It is important, therefore, if the 
underside’ of the roof is insu- 
lated, that the insulation is kept 
far enough away from the shin- 
gles to allow for a free flow 
of air across the underside of 
the shingles.

Since South's holding counted 
up to 26 high-card points, his 
three no-trump opening was 
correct in all respects and 
North was also right in visual- 
izing a slam. North might have 
played a little safer by raising 
to only five no-trump, but it 
was not the slam contract itself 
that was open to criticism—it 
was only South's play of that 
contract. 

West opened his top heart, 
and East's blank king fell on 
the trick. South made a rapid 
count and saw that 12 tricks 
would be readily available if 
the spade suit broke 3-3—so he 
apparently put all his eggs in 
that one basket. He took the 
first trick, cashed four dia- 
monds and three clubs and then 
hopefully led out the ace, king 
and queen of spades. West, 
however, had held grimly to 
his spade stopper, and the con- 
tract was down one. 

The moment dummy  ap- 
peared declarer could count 11 
top tricks. He was perfectly 
right, of course, in concluding 
that a 3-3 spade break would 
give him the slam, but there 
was one small precaution that 
he could have taken, with an 
eye to the spades not breaking. 
It was impossible for him to 
win all 13 tricks, so why not 
concede the first trick for the 
advantage of establishing a 
possible squeeze position? 

Observe that conceding the 
first trick creates precisely that 
situation. East can make any 
shift he chooses. Declarer wins, 
cashes the heart ace, three 
clubs and four diamonds, dis- 
carding his own last heart on 
dummy’s long diamond, West 
then cannot hold a heart against 
dummy’s five-spot and at the 
same time guard the spade Built.

Appliances Can Help Career Woman Be Good Wife, Says Editor 


By Clarissa Start 


RKING wives aren't 
indulging themselves 
enough,” in the opin- 
ion of Elizabeth Sweeney Her- 
bert. “You can’t do three jobs 
well,” she points out, “have a 
career outside the home, be an 
adequate wife, and a house- 
keeper, too. You should find a 
substitute for the housekeep- 
ing job. Appliances can do many 
of your jobs as well as you can 
and leave you free to do the 
job no substitute can do, that 
of being a good wife and a 
mother to your children.” 

Mrs. Herbert might be said 
to have some biased interest in 
the subject of appliances since 
she is the household equipment 
editor of McCall's magazine. 
But she also practices her 
preachments quite literally. 
Married seven years ago, she 
acquired a husband and a ready 
made family of children and 
grandchildren, and has worked 
out a unique way of dividing 
her time between her two 
worlds—the skyscraper office 
overlooking Park avenue and 
the 12-room house on a quiet 
Street in Syracuse, N. Y. She 
alternates, spending one week 
at her office, one week at home. 
And she makes good use of 
many of the appliances which 
she tests and recommends to 
other working homemakers. 

“My own feeling about equip- 
ment is that no one should of- 
fer it as a substitute for any- 
thing that a woman should be 
doing with her family,” she 
said, “but for its time saving 
value. Appliances . intelligently 
used can save many hours for 
the young mother with a big 
family or the working wives 
and mothers who are much 
more importantly in the picture 
now. Did you know that in this 
year’s census, for the first 
time, married working women 
outnumbered the single ones, 
51 per cent to 49 per cent.” 

While most working house- 
wives do not take full advan- 
tage of housekeeping by auto- 
mation, Mrs, Herbert finds that 
most young homemakers take 
the basic appliances for granted. 

“The young homemaker as- 
sumes that at the very mini- 
mum she'll start out with a 
range, refrigerator and auto- 
matic washing machine, and 
she’s not a bit surprised if the 
house they buy has a dish- 
washer and garbage disposal,” 
Mrs. Herbert said.

ITTLE by little, many of 
[the other appliances, once 

looked on as luxuries, are 
becoming necessities in the 
American home. 

“The thing that has sold re- 
cently beyond the expectations 
of the trade is the automatic 
dryer,” Mrs. Herbert said. 
“There was an early resistance 
to dryers at first because wom- 
en believed the clothes wouldn’t 
have the fresh air smell of 
clothes dried out of doors, and 
they feared the bleaching ac- 
tion of the sun would be lack- 
ing. Research showed — and

change buying habits—that the 
fresh air smell is gone within 
five hours. You can dry a batch 
of bedding in a dryer and an- 
other batch in the sun and 
within five hours you can’t tell 
which is which, no matter how 
lovely the smell when they 
come off the line. As for the 
bleaching of the sun, it isn’t at 
all beneficial; it’s often more 
ruinous than the action of a 
good commercial bleach. 

“But that isn’t what sold the 
dryers. It was the recognition 
of the tremendous convenience. 
When the first baby comes, a 
dryer is almost a ‘must.’ We 
published a _ section showing 
what the mother can do in the 
hour and a half when the 
washer and dryer are operating. 
It’s the ideal period of the day 
to bathe the baby and have ex- 
tra time for cuddling and 
rocking.” 

Young homemakers today buy 
appliances more critically, with 
an eye to getting the most for 
their money, she finds, and the 
use of appliances have changed 
other buying habits. Young 
mothers, for instance, buy 
clothes for children which they 
can put into the automatic 
washer, clothes which do not 
have to be sorted out for sep- 
arate operations. Homemaking 
is done more casually today, 
with less scheduling. 

“Just recently at a pary I 
met a woman who said to me, 
‘Tell me the best—and by the 
best I mean the easiest—way to 
care for my floors,’”’ Mrs. Her- 
bert said, “and I think that’s 
typical of homemakers today. 
They want to know the best and 
easiest way.” 

She thinks the time will come 
when women will have to know 
more about using appliances 
than they now do.
